Famous Weekly Meetings Where 
Prices Were Said to Be 
Fixed, Abandoned. 


TRIAL WILL OPEN ON MONDAY 


The continied.investigation of the affairs 
of the “ beef trust.” whose big men go on 
trial in the United States District court next 
Monday for criminal violation of the Sher- 
man anti-trast act, shows that since the re- 
turn of the indictment there has been a 
wholesale reorganization of the National 
Packing company. This company, in the 


opinion of the government, is the central | 


point of the whole beef trust. 

The famous private weekly meetings, where 
the government says prices were fixed, ex- 
clusive territories allotted to the different 
constituents of the trust, and amounts of 
interstate shipments by each firm decided. 
bave been abandoned. The directors now 
hold monthly meétings. 

Edward Tilden, president of the company. 
and one of the ten men indicted and await- 
ing trial next week, remains as president and 
cirector. 


Armour and Swifts Quit. 

J. Ogden Armour, Edward Morris, the 
Swifts. and the others of the nine remaining 
defendants have resigned. The board of 
diréctors has been cut down ih numbers from 
nineteen to nine, and three new men have 
been placed on its membership. 

These three are Ralph Crews, attorney for 
the company, and one of the leading council 
in the coming trial; Frederick Cowin, general 
on rintendent at the stocky ards for the Na-

Thirteen old directors no longer grace the 
board officially.

Co.; T. E. Wilson, vice president of Mortis & 
Co, and A. Watson Amour, an Armour 
director. Why they withdrew with the other 
nine is not staied.

Weekly Meetings Abandoned. 

Of s-arcely less interest is the abandonment 
of the weekly meetings. A difference of 
opinion, or at least of testimony, between 
Thomas G. Lee, dressed beef manager of 
Armour & Co, and Jerome H. Pratt, head 
of the beef sales department of the same 
company up to 1906, resulted in the in- 
dictment of Mr. Lee on a charge of perjury. 
Destruction of stenographere’ records re- 
sulted in the reproving of Alfred R. Urion, 
chief counsel for Armour. 

The grand jury chose Mr. Pratt's 8 version 
of the business transacted at the u eeting, 
and declared these secret conferences had 
been in vogue long prior to 1902, when the 
government filed ite firet bill for injunction. 
and had continued regularly up to the time 
of the indictment. 

The charge was that the beef magnates 
met in the offices of Albert H. and Henry 
Veeder, counsel for Swift & Co., who at 
that time had their offices in the Counsel- 
man building. Some time ago they renioved 
to the American Trust building. 


Revelations Made Pratt. 

At these meetings, it is claimea, prices 
were fixed, territories allotted, and the 
amounts to be shipped decided. Pratt said 
the me morand um showing the amounts to 
be shipped by Armour were taken by him 
to Lee each Tuesday up to the time of his 
withdrawal; that this information served ag 
Lees guidance for his management during 
the week; that ‘he also was informed of the 
amounts allotted to Swift & Co,, Morris 4 

Co., and the G. H. Hammond company; that 
— ae summaries were prepared at the end 
of each Week showing the amount of the 
week's sales, to de used as data for the neut 


private meeting; that he had been furnished. 


weékiy printed tables showing the margins 
or Gifference between cost and selling price 
at the other three plants, and that Lee and 
ather officials had habitually referred to the 
big, packing dompanies by arbitrary code 
letters, and not by their corporate names, in 
speaking or writing of them in connection 
with matters of interstate commerce. 

It is intimated by government investi- 
gators that whether or not secret meetings 
are still held the officials of the companies 
still made up weekly memoranda of sales and 
possibilities, still are informed in some dim. 
mysterious way regarding their competi- 
tors” and still manage in some way to know 
where the others are selling,

Coal Oper ters Said te Plan Raise 
in Price to Recoup Losses 
of Two Years. 


LOST LAKE FISEERMEN RESCUED 


The first sudden onslaught of winter came 


counted six dead and a dozen or more in- 
jured in the city and its environs as a direct 
result ef the furious blizzard and frost at- 
tack which began Saturday night. 

Twenty-seven other deaths from pneumo- 
nia are said by the health department to be 
the result of the sudden change. 

The backbone of the storm has been broken. 
and the prediction of a southerly wind came 
from the weather bureau late at night. This 
means a rise in the temperature. The mini- 
mum temperature of the day was 12 de- 
grees at 5 o'clock in the morning. 

The keen, suffering wronght by the storm 
becarne a demonstrated fact yesterday morn- 
ing when the county agent’s offices in the 
different parts of the city 
the great army of Chicago's poor. Hundreds 
of families appealed for coal and were given 
fuel to keep warm. 

Hundreds appealed for food, aud thelr 
larders were replenished from the county's 
warehouses of provisions. The county threw 
open its armory, from which the poor of the 
canmunity draw their weapons to fight cold 
and blizzards. . 


Boosts Cost of Food. SF 

But with the lull in weather hostilities came 
reports, grave end forbidding. not only te 
the charity of the city but to the 
hundreds at 6 of coneumers. an 0 
in high cost ot sting Bn 
the 13 j strongest protest from 
conservative provision dealers in 

Water street the Elgin butter and egg board 
advanced the prices on these necessities. 
Extra creamery butter rose from 32 ceuts, the 
closing wholesale price on Saturday, to 38 
cents wholesale, the highest price demanded 
in two years. - 

The price of the dest eggs in the market, 
dubbed in the trade as “ firsts.” advanced 
from 25 and 27 cents wholesale ast Saturday 
to 26 and 27 cents yesterday. 


Cars of Potatoes Spoiled. 

The untimely advance in table necessities 
went further. Spring chickens rose 1% cents 
a pound wholesale and the blizzard caught 
118 carloads of Chicago bound potatoes on the 
tracks and spoiled a good share of the tubers. 
A sharp advance in this product Ia predicted 
as a result. 

The price of potatoes during the day was 7 
to 80 cents at wholesale for the best varieties. 
The upward trend, for which the excuse is 
given that so many potatoes were spoiled in 
the blizzard. is said to bea certainty. The 
supply in the local market is sai. to be less 
than normal. Unless this supply is speedily 
replenished potatoes will soar beyond the 
means of the poor wage earners who depend 
on this vegetable as one of the mainstays of 
their table 


gg Prices Go High. 
A canvass by Tue TRIBUNE ast night ef 
produce merchants in different sections of the 
city revealed the following retail prices: 


Potatoes, 35 cents a peck. 

Ege, 40 to 42 cents a dozen, 
Creamery batter, 38 cents a pound, 
Ham, 17 cents a pound. 

Dressed fowls, 16 cents a pound. 

As a general rule reiail produce prices vary 
slightly in different sections of the city and 
the above quotaticns may not be called un. 
form throughout Chicago. 


Coal Men Ready to Raise. 

Perhaps more serious get is the coal situa- 
tion. On the best of authority Tage Trisuns 
learned the coal market is waliing for an- 
other attack of frost to balance accounts of 
the last two years. It is a well known fact 
that coal operators suffered during the win- 
ters of 1000 and 1910. 

Overproduction of coal and moderate de- 
mand gave the miners, especlally in Ulinois, 
a bad setback.

Says He Has Power to Pro- 
rogue Legislative Session 
and Call New One. 


HARD FIGHT DUE TODAY. 
Opponents May Attempt to Ad- 
journ Sine Die and Pre- 
vent Any Action.

Springfield, III., Nov. 13.—[{Specia!.}]—Pro- * 


roguement of the extra session of the Illinois 
legislature and the summoning of a new one 
is up to Gov. Deneen. Attorney General 
Stead tonight gave to the governor an opin- 
fon: which holds: 

1. That it is for the governor to 
determine as a question of fact 
whether there has been an actual dis- 
agreement between the senate and the 
house over a sine die adjournment of 
the extraordinary session; and 

2. That it is clearly within the 
province of the governor, should he 
prorogue the general assembly, hav- 


ing determined that a disagreement | 


to summon another extracr- 
dinary session at any time priosz to 
the ürst day of life of the Forty- 
eighth general assembly in January, 
1913. 

Governor Deneen tonight gave no intima- 
tion of his intentions. He would not signify 
the course which he would acopt, further 
than to say he would take action tomorrow. 


Waits on Legislature’s Acts. 

That the governor is waiting to see what 
will happen tomorrow morning when the leg- 
islature is supposed to be back at work is 
evident, and it is a certainty that unless there 
be a sine die resolution, effective with to- 
morrow's session, the proroguing proclama- 
tion will at once issue from the executive of- 
fice, and that a proclamation will go out, 
either simultaneously or during the present 
week, calling another extraordinary session 
for the consideration of many matters of 
vital importance, the tenor of Which is not 
disclosed by the governor. 

Desperate efforts are. being made by the 
house organization, headed by Speaker Ad- 
kins, to get enough representatives into 
Springfield tomorrow morning to act upon 
the pending appropriation’ bills and to ad- 
journ sine die. This course was adopted 
when the trend of the Stead opinion became 
known.

Opinion of Attorney General. 

Attorney General Stead’s opinion began 
with a recital of the joint resolution adopted 
by the senate, certifying that there had been 
a non-concurrence over sine die adjournment 
of the extra session, and stipulated the terms 
of the official request of Gov. Deneen for an 
opinion on these points 

1. Does the resoluticn fulfill the conditions 
of section 9, article 5, of the constitution in 
reference to a disagreement between the two 
houses of the general assembly with respect 
to the time of adjournment? 

2. In the event the general assembly should 
be prorogued, could the general assembly 
be convened in extraordinary session prior to 
the next regular meeting of the general as- 
sembly should the governor deem that an 
extraordinary occasion for such extraordi- 
nary session has arisen? 


Houses Are Closely Linked. 

In discussing the first question the attor- 
ney general points out that under the consti- 
tution the two houses of the legislature are 
so linked that each must continue in session 
unless the other consents to an adjournment; 
that when they disagree over an adjournment 
the governor may adjourn both, but that this 
power cannot be exercised as long as both 
desire to remain m session. The opinion then 
continues: 

“Is the power vested in the governor 
to determine the fact of disagreement and 
to adjourn the general assembly if he so de- 
termines that there is a disagreement of such 
a nature that the decision of the governor, 
when made, is final and conclusive, subject 
to.no appeal or review? 

„Ig the constitutional power to adjourn the 
general assembly purely political in its na- 
ture? 

Does the constitution vest in the governor 
the power to determine the fact of disagree- 
ment in such. a sense that for such deter- 
mination he is accountable alone in his polit- 
ical capacity and to his own conacience? 


Cites Precedents for Course. 

The opinion here detailed the single prece- 
dent in Illinois, that of the proroguement in 
1863 by the first Gov. Yates. The Hatch 
case reported in 33 III., growing out of this 
proroguement, was cited by; Mr. Stead. 
which he said was not sufficient prece- 
dent for this occasion, but he did hold 
that ‘‘ respectable authority of comparative 
recent date, citing a Rhode Island case, 
was sufficient to show that there could be 
no judicial review of the action of a gov- 


ernor in determining the facts and then ad- 


journing the general assembly. The opinion 
continues: 

„The power vested in the governor to de- 
termine the fact of disagreement is, in my 
judgment, analogous to the other constitu- 
tional powers vested in the.governor, finally 
and conclusively, to determine a question. 
from which decision there can be no appeal or 
review. a 

“I arrive at the conclusion, therefore, 
that by section 9 of article 5 of our constitu- 
tion, your excellency has the power to ad- 
journ the general assembly to such time as 
you may think proper, not beyond the first 
day of the next regular session, and that the 
determination and action of your excellency 
is not subject to review.“ . 


No Time Limit Set. 

In discussing the second question as to 
whether or not the constitution vests in the 
governor power to convene the general as- 
sembly between the date of the proclama- 
tion adjourning the general assembly. and the 
date to which the general assembly is ad- 
journed, Mr. Stead says: 

The provision that the governor may con- 
vene the general assembly on extraordinary 
occasions’ is accompanied by no limitation 
of any kind or character. There is nothing 
in the language of the constitution which 
prohibits the governor from convening the 
general assembly at any time whether be- 
fore or after its sine die adjournment.”

MANY MEN OUT OF WORK. 


Society Still Seeks Successor to Spencer 
C. Kingsley. 


Preparations for taking care of 6,000 or 
more families this winter than last are being 
made by the officers of the Untied Charities 
The main reason, according to Sherman C. 
Kingsley, superintendent, is a vast increase 
in the mumber of unemployed husbands and 
fathers. . Investigators report a majority of 
manufacturing plants and wholesale estab- 
lishments are running at from 15 to 35 per 
cent less than their ordinary capacity, throw- 
ing thousands of men out of work and leaving 
their families dependent. 


Kingsley Explains Situation. 
At the annual meeting yesterday after- 
noon the conditions were explained by Mr. 


Kingsley and plans were made to meet them. 


This will be difficult, even though the society 
ts in the best financial shape of its history. 
Its expenditures for the year were $240,232.44, 
a trifie less than its receipts A year ago it 
had a big debt to meet. According to Mr. 
Kingsley’s report, it assisted 17,840 families 
in the fiscal year just closed. This year the 
society anticipates 40 per cent greater de- 
mands. 

The society also has the task of finding a 
successor to Mr. Kingsley. He resigned 
several months ago to take up the superin- 
tendence of the Elizabeth McCormick me- 
morial fund. No successor has been chosen. 
Mr. Kingsley, consequently, is still serving, 
nominally, as superintendent.

CROWD WATCHES RESCUE. 


‘Two Sailors Reported to Have 


Been Swept Overboard; 
Other Vessels Lost. 


_ Astoria, Ore., Nov. 13.—Rescued from the 
jaws of death after a battle with the elements 
extending over nearly thirty hours, forty- 
seven passengers and sailors on the schooner 
Washington, which struck on Peacock Spit 
early yesterday afternoon, are being towed 
to this post tonight. Taking advantage of 
the cessation of the gate today the Columbia 
bar tug Tatoosh, Capt. Charles T. Bailey, 
slipped in close to the Washington and after 
several attempts got a line aboard. 

The rescue of the Washington and its pas- 
sengers and crew was dramatic. Hundreds 
of persons who had gathered on the beach in 
the early morning hours and had watched the 
vessel all day, momentarily expecting to 
see it crushed on the rocks near North Head 
and its passengers and crew swept into the 
sea, saw the Tatoosh reach its side. 


Rescuers Cheered by Crowd. 

A great cheer went up and an echo came 
back in the joyful shout of the passengers 
huddled on the Washington's deck. 

It was reported today that at least two of 
the crew of the Washington had been swept 
from the decks into the sea and drowned, 
but the facts will not be known until the 
Tatoosh arrives in port. It is not certain 
that the Tatoosh will come into port before 
sunrise. The weather is thick and Capt. 
Bailey may decide to lie outside. 


Unidentified Schooner Sinks. 
Northport, N. Y., Nov. 18.—A schooner, the 
identity of which has not been learned, sunk 
in Huntington harbor today. What became 
of the crew isa mystery. 


Survivor Tells of Shipwreck. 

New Haven. Conn., Nov. 13.—That only 
three of the crew of the schooner Witchhazel, 
which sank off the breakwater of the New 
Haven harbor last night, were drowned, 
instead of four as first reported, was made 
known today when Ole Johnson, the mate, 
was brought ashore from Sperry Light. 
Johnson spent the night on the breakwater, 
having reached there exhausted in mid-fore- 
noon. Johnson said he told Tom Masters, a 
seaman who could not swim, he would try 
to swim to the breakwater. 

He reached the rocks, and In turning to sig- 
nal Masters found that the latter had already 
jumped overboard and had sunk. 


Woman, Child, and Sailors Perish. 

Fisher's Island, N. T., Nov. 13.— The 
schooner Edith E. Dennis was sunk in Plum 
Gut off Fort Terry last night. Capt. Cook 
was saved, floating to the Fort Terry shore 
on a piece of wreckage, but his wife and child 
and the two men who made up the crew, 
were drowned.

In justice to both of us, I will say that 
I fully acquit Mr. Tarkington of any in- 
tentional unkindness to me. The differ- 
ences between us are of temperament and 
habit, and after nine years of effort it is 
apparent to both of us that we cannot 
reconcile our views of life. The fact that 
we have not been able to come to the same 
viewpoint does not mean that either of us 
approves of divorce for any light reason. 


Agreement Made Out of Court. 

Mrs. Tarkington is the daughter of the 
late Stoughton J. Fletcher, who was a 
wealthy banker of this city. She is a writer 
of verse and has contributed it to the mag- 
azines. She and her husband maintained a 
residence in Indianapolis, but spent a great 
deal of time at Paris, Capri. and New York.

Judge Denies New Trial to the 
Slayer of Altman. 


DEFENDANT WILL APPEAL. 


Arguments on Writ of Supersedeas 
Due on Tuesday. 


Maurice Enright, convicted labor gun 
man and slugger, was sentenced to life im 
prisonment yesterday by Judge William 
McSurely for the murder of Vincent Altman. 

Enright stood silent when the judge asked 
him if he had anything to say as to why 
sentence should not be pronounced, but 
later asserted he was certain of getting a 
new trial through intercession to the Bu- 
preme court. 

The pronouncement of sentence took place 
immediately after Judge McSurely overruled 
a motion for a new trial which had been 
argued for almost two days by Attoru y 
Francis W. Walker. State's Attorney Way- 
man occupied less than an hour answering 
the long appeal of the defense for another 
chance for the labor gun man.! As Mr 
Wayman concluded. Judge McSurely leaned 
fotward ou the bench. 


Court Denies New Trial. 


The court heard the final arguments, — 


he said, “and while objection has been mad¢ 
to the language of the state's attorney, the 
court does not believe anything was said 
that would have a prejdcia) effect. against 
the defendant. 

The case was well tried on behalf of the 
defendant and I am not able to say the 
verdict of the jury was against the facts 
here presented, nor is the court able to say 
the verdict was clearly against the evidence 
as contended. I see no reason tochange this 
view. This is a case in which the verdict 
will not be disturbed by this court. The mo- 
tion for the new trial is overruled.“ 

Attorney Walker moved for an arrest of 
judgment, which also was denied. and Eu- 
right was called up for sentence. The lawyer 
then made a motion to vacate sentence until 
the defense may apply for a writ of super- 
sedeas to the Supreem court. Arguments on 
this will be heard next Tuesday.

The Workers’ Free School of Municipal 
Government saw its establishment in the 
lecture hall of the Chicago School of Civics 
and Philanthropy last night, with 190 men 
and women of ali ages enrolling as student 
laborers, tailors, school ma’ams,” suffra- 
gets, social workers, clerks, stenographers, 
and artisans. 

There may be no furore in the city over 
the organization of the school. To the etu- 
dents the establishment is fraught with vast 
importance, the object of instruction being 
to train and educate workers in the conduct 
of a city government so as to prepare them 


to be the ruling power tn Chicago in six or 


eight years, when they believe there will be 
a revolution of authority to the working 
classes. 


Sees Rule of Workers. 

The labor element is gaining ascendency 
all over the United States. Many cities now 
are governed exclusively and better by work- 
ers. The movement will swing Chicago 
within the next six or eight years, sald John 
C. Kennedy in an opening talk before the 
student mayors and aldermen. 

Mr. Kennedy, who is one of the founders of 
the school and who will preside as “ teacher- 
chairman, is a former professor of Cornell 
nniversity and the University of Chlcago. He 
is now In charge of the social survey of the 
stockyards district for the Universiyy of Chi- 
cago and also is expert secretary of the hous- 
ing committee of the Chicago Association of 
Commerce, 

There was no lecture or address last night, 
three hours, from 7 until! 10, being taken with 
signing enrollment blanks and hearing an 
outline of the proposed course.“ The plan 
of study is a division of the school into work- 
ing investigating committees, Just as in a city 
council. Each student is to fancy himseit 
in the role of an alderman seeking to better 
the city.

Four witnesses gave further corroborative 
testimony yesterday before the senate in- 
vestigating committee with respect to the use 
of corrupt methods in connection with the 
election of William Lorimer to the United 
States senate.

These witnesses were State Senator Afdert 
E Isley, former State Senator Daniel W. 
Holstlaw, James J Gray, and Walter C. 

oup, the two last named residents of 
Carlyle, which is the home of Representa- 
tive H. J. C. Beckemeyer. 

Isley, was crossexamined by Mr. 
Hanecy, counsel for Senator Lorimer. The 
testimony the witness gave on direct exam- 
ination last Saturday remained unshaken. 
Mr. Holstlaw identified as in his hand writ- 
ing the telegram sent from Iuka ddvising 
State Senator Broderick that he would ar- 
rive in Chicago on June 16, 1909. It was on 
this occasion that Holstlaw received $2,500. 


Holstlaw Recalls $700 Deposit. 

Holstlaw Also recalled the deposit of $700 
which he received from Broderick on Aug. 
28, 1909, in the State Bank of Chicago, his 
mremory being refreshed by the deposit slip 
obtained from the bank. 

Gray told the committee he introduced 
Representative Beckemeyer to the Commer- 
clal Trust company of St. Louis and that the 
latter made a deposit there of five $100 bills 
on Aug. 7, 1909. 

Shoup, who is a Democratice editor of Car- 
le, stated that at the request of Becke- 
meyer he met the latter in East St. Louis. 
This was immediately after the visit to Car-

Holstlaw told the committee he wrote 
the telegram sent from Iuka to Sate Sen- 
ator Broderick in June, 1908, making an 
appointment to meet the latter in his saloon 
on Wednesday.“ Counsel for Mr. Lorimer 
made every effort to show the telegram was 
part of the conspiracy,” but Holstlaw in- 
sisted it was in response to a letter he had 
received from Broderick, and that, in ac- 
cordance with the message, he came to Chi- 
cago and got $2,600 from the saloonkeeper. 

He also said his previous testimony that 
he had taken the second sum he received 
from Broderick—$700—back to Iluka was in- 
correct, inasmuch as the deposit slip of the 
State Bank of Chicago showed he had depos- 
ited the money here on the date of its re- 
ceipt. Holstlaw was questioned at length as 
to his affiliation with the liquor inttrests.

‘AMENDS GAS BILL 


Allowed to Show Company De- 
clared Dividend Despite 
Rate Reduction Order. 


ARGUMENTS GO ON TODAY. 


Progress Made in the Fight for 
Injunction Against Higher 
Rate than 75 Cents. 


Legal arguments in the city’s battle to en- 
join the People’s Gas Light and Coke com- 
pany from charging more than 75 cents per 
1.000 cubic feet for gas will be resumed be- 
fore Judge Kickham Scanian this morning 
when the gas company will be required to 
plead, answer, or demur to an amendment 


filed yesterday by the city to its original bill. 

The amendment filed by Assistant Corpora- 
tion Counsel Maclay Hoyne in particular sets 
forth that the company on Oct. 14 declared its 
usual divider of 1% per cent for the quarter 
ending Nov. 25 on its $86,000,000 outstanding 
capita! stock, in spite of the reduction of the 
gas rate from 8 to 80 cents ordered by Judge 
Gibbons. 


City Excused from Reply. 

At the conclusion of arguments by Attorney 
J. F. Meagher for the gas company on the 
company’s demurrer to the city’s bill Judge 
Scanian announced he did not care to hear 
from counsel for the city an the question of 
the demurrer. 

The court took cognizance, however, of a 
remark made by Attorney Meagher intimat- 
ing that he had decided the point in favor of 
the city and announced he had entered no 
order. 


City Given Leave to File. 

Attorney Meagher objected to the filing of 
the amendment, but leave was given to file it 
after the city’s counsel had supported it by 
an affidavit that they had not known the 
fatts concerning the dividend declaration 
at the time the origina! bill was presented. 

Attorney Meagher cited numerous author- 
ities in support of his contention that the bil! 
of the city was insufficient and should be 
dismissed and that the court had no authority 
to enter an order impounding the difference 
between the rate provided by the ordinance 
of last July and the 80 cent rate fixed by 
Judge Gibbons.

[Chicago Lacks Exhibitions of 
Habit, Say Hotel Men. 


EXCUSES THE ‘TIPPING EVIL.’ 


Head of Congress Asserts Higher Sal- 
aries Wou!d Not Stop Waiters.

Here are two facts abou: Chicago hotels, 
according to managers questioned yesterday, 
as fixed and immutable as the laws of the 
Medes and the Persians: 

First—Chicago women wil! never smoke in 
public. 

Second—Tipping will never cease to be a 
fashionable way for hotel patrons to get rid 
of their money. 

The first observation was made apropos 
of Corporation Counsel Sexton's declaration 
that there is nothing in the Statutes of this 
state to forbid women smoking in the public 
dining rooms of Chicago hotels if they 
Want to. The second statement was made 
apropos of a campaign recently inaugurated 
by a national! league of traveling salesmen 
to put an end to tipping, which, it is said, 
costs the salesmen $50,000,000 4 year. 


Woman, Who Smokes, Indelicate.“ 

Joseph Beifeld, proprietor of Hotel Sher- 

man, thinks the woman who * publie 
is Andelicate and brazen. 
There is no law against women smoking 
im public, but there is not a first class hotel 
in Chicago which permits the practice, said 
John O. C. Hutchins, assistant manager of 
the La Salle. It is not popular. If it be- 
comes more of a custom perhape it will be 
Permitted in the cafes.“ 

“I think if a woman lighted a cigaret in 
our dining room that the attitude of the per- 
sons near her would be so embarrassing that 
She would cease smoking,” said John B. 
Drake of the Blackstone. Women who 
smoke are too sensible and too modest to do 
o in public,” is the opinion of M. M. Kauf- 
mann, in command at the Congress. “A 
‘Woman has never tried to smoke in a dining 
room of our hotel, not even on New Year’s 
eve, when people do a lot of foolish things. 


Explains “Tipping Evil.” 

“ As for tipping—well, it's impossible, I say, 
to stop it. The waiters expect it and the 
public grants it, and as far as that goes, the 
public expects to give tips just as much as 
they are expected by the walters or those 
who serve the public.

FEMALE VOTERS IN LOS ANGELES. 

The women of Los Angeles have aston- 
shed the forecasters by their registration 
for the municipal election Dec. 5. Over 
90,000 women have their names on the poll 
books, and the Socialist-Labor party and 
its opponents are at sea.

+ WHY DOES DEMOCRACY WORK? 
The spread of the democratic experi- 
ment, evidenced by revolutions, rebellions, 
or reform movements in many lands, brings 
to the American mind many doubts. There 
is a natural chauvinism in us all that tempts 
us to feel that we are a chosen people,” 
that other races lack the capacity for self - 
government which we assume for ourselves. 
Besides, we are just now in a doubting 
mood even as to ourselves, realizing how 
great and complex a problem self-govern- 
ment is, and being rather more conscious 
than in the past of our own failures, 
But at any rate, we remind ourselves, we 
at least have had centuries of experience in 
progressive development along democratic 
lines. We did not step over night from 
autocracy to freedom, and we have a right 
to doubt the ability of the Mexicans, the 


Chinese, the Portuguese, the Persians, the 


Hindus snddenly to take on the difficult 
and dangerous task of popular government. 
And what after all bas given us such 
success as we honestly may claim? A reply 
to that profound question by one of the 
wisest of Americans of his time is recalled 
by the republication of the late William 
James’ address. It was in one of these 
—the eloquent oration at the unveiling of 
the monument to Robert Gould Shaw—that 
Prof. James spoke these significant words: 
Democracy is stil] upon its trial. The 
civic genius of our people is its only bul- 
wark and neither laws nor monuments, 
neither battleships nor public libraries, 
mor great newspapers, nor booming 
stocks; neither mechanical invention nor 
political adroitness, npr churches, nor 
universities, nor civil service examina- 
tions can save us from degeneration if 


at once the secret and the glory of our 
English speaking race, consists in noth- 
ing but two common habits, two invet- 
erate habits carried into public life— 
habits so homely that they lend them- 
eelves to no rhetorical expression, yet 
habits more precious, perhaps, than any 
_ that the human face has gained. They 
can never be too often pointed out or 
praised. One of them is the habit of 
trained and disciplined good temper to- 
wards the opposite party when it, fairly 


nearly wrecked our nation. The other

I have been taught to 
believe that sugar in the process of digestion 
is converted into a compound resembling al- 
cohol and carbonicacid. The latter is poison- 
ous, consequently whatever of nutritive 
value there ie in sugar is contained in the 
alcoholic derivative In view of this would it 
not de a saving to the system if we should 
partake of some form of artificial alcohol in- 
stead of subjecting our systems to the labor 
of manufacturing it from the crude source of

t. Mont of the sugar used by the body is taken 
tm the form of starch. There is no danger of the 
body being injured by the sugar we take in nor 
ef being poisoned by the carbon dioxide elab- 
orated. 

Not all sugare undergo alcoholic fermentation. 
The sugare that undergo alcoholic fermentation 
are more easily converted into glycogen, the form 
of sugar which is stored up in the liver to be 
used by the body according to its needa. When 
the body calls for more sugar giycogen is re 
converted into glucose, which is utilized in com- 
bustion and maintenance of the bod) temperature. 

The sugar taken in health is mot only barm- 
less, but is absolutely necessary te carry on the 
anima! functions of the body. Alcoholic fer- 
mentation is only one of the stages in the com- 
bustion of sugar. If alcohol were to be taken 
instead of sugar it would still have to be acted 
upon by the body. with the same fina) result 
viz.: the formation of carbon Gioxide and water. 

Even an excessive combustion of sugar Ws in itself 
unattended with any untoward results The body 
seems to be able to carry the process through to 
the end products.

Criticism has been made in this depart- 


ment of the board of supervising engi- 
neers. It related to the handling of cor- 
respondence between The Friend and the 
board, and not to the work of the board 
itself. The Friend has reason to believe 
that the board, so far as its powers go, 
has performed its duty in passing upon 


the through routes and putting their oper-

Of the twenty-one routes provided for 
by ordinance, eleven are now in opera- 
tion, seven others have been passed upon 
by the board and the companies notified to 
operate them, and the remaining three 
wait for the completion of the La Salle 
street tunnel. 

The seven referred to are: No. 8, Hal- 
sted and Sixty-third street; No. 9, Ashland 
avenue; No. 5, Vintennes, State, and Van 
Buren; No. 6, State, Milwaukee, and 
Armitage avenues; No. 13, Archer avenue 
-and Halsted street; No. 16, State and 
Lake streets; No. 19, State and Chicago 
avenue: No. 8 Halsted and Sixty-third 
street to Jackson park, has been objected 
to by the City Railway company, which 
notified the board that a petition was pre- 
paring to have the line go straight south 
in Halsted street to Seventy-ninth, In 
response, the board replied that the ordi- 
nance called for the former route, that 
the board had no discretion in the matter, 
and the route must go into operation at 
once. 

The Ashland avenue route, about which 
there has been so much complaint, has 
engaged the correspondence of the board 
with both companies for several months, 
The large care were unable to pass 
through the subway until an alteration had 
been made which would allow the trolley 
arm to bend without danger to the cars 
and their passengers. 

It has developed that this merely meant 
the installation of shorter hangers for the 
wires through the subway—a matter of 
practically unskilled labor for a few 
hours. Yet this was sufficient excuse for 
months’ delay. At last the Chicago Rail- 
ways company has consented ta make the. 


change. 4 


The tronble generally with through 
routes appears to be that while the board 
of supervising engineers has power to 
force the removal of obstacles to the 
routes and to put the physical 
in shape to accommodate the cars, it has 
no power to start the cars running. On 
the other hand, the companies, which do 
not look with favot upon the through 
routes, continually find excuses for delays 
in starting operation. The truth is they 
do not wish to throw any more business 


to each other than they can possibly avoid 


doing. 

The mayor's 3 order to the 
companies when he is assured that they no 
longer have any reasonable excuse for de- 
lay, would undoubtedly bring them to 
time. As a matter of fact, Mayor Harri- 
son is apprised of the seven routes now 
ready for operation, but we bglieve that it 
wil] not be necessary for him to take such 
action, as the companies have signified 
their willingness to start operations almost 
Immedlately. N

Tells of South’s Advantages. 

“Now let me go- into a little detafl and 
show the advantage and opportunities 
possessed by the south. : 

“In the first place, the most important 
asset in any country is the people of that 
country. I do not Wish to boast concerning 
the character of Southern people. Let me 
refer, not in bitterness, because that has 
passed away, but as a matter of history, to 
the fact that forty-six years ago, which is 
but a day in the life of a nation, the south 
was in desolation and gloom.

“Her people, with that self-reliance, 
patience, courage, and determination which 
have always characterized them, set about re- 
establishing their homes. They adjusted the 
problems which confronted them. None more 
stupendous ever faced any people in the 
world. They regained contro! of their local 
government, putting in order their internal 
affairs, enacting laws, wise and beneficent 
and needful under the new conditions, pro- 
viding for schools and public welfare.

Cotton Great Need. 

“The grains and meat of the great west 
you say the world must have or go hungry. 
While I would join you in that we must ad- 
mit there is growing competition to face, 
because other countries are contributing 
their supplies to such demand. But certain 
it is the south has a practical monopoly which 
all people must recognize, or go unclothed, 
and over $300,000,000 is now invested in 
cotton mills in that region. 

“If you will note the upward steps the 
people of the south have taken; if you will 
observe the hopeful progress already made; 
if you will consider the vast undeveloped 
natural resources, the earnings from farms 
and factories, the climate and the soll, you 
will accord to these people as fine qualities 
of mind and heart as ever stood true in line 
of battle or conquered in the flerce struggles 
of peace. So much for the citizenship. —

“The real awakening of the south is just 
beginning. It has taken some time to get 
foothold and bearings. Out of 621.000 006 
acres of land in what is called the south not 
25 per cent is under cultivation. The lands 
are the lowest priced and most productive 
to be found on this continent,

“There are millions of acres capable of 
being drained, and when that is done some 
of the richest lands the sun shines on will 
be brought into cultivation. Practically 
every southern state has such lands, and in 
Florida alone 4,000,000 acres are now being 
thus reclaimed by the state.

S A MAN THINKS” is evidently that 
4 0 happy combination—a play that Mr. 
Augustus Thomas an artist want- 
ed to write and a play that Mr. Au- 
gustus Thomas as a shrewd man of 
the theater Believed the public wanted to see. 
Its discussion of several things—the double 
standard of morality, thought transference, and 
the anomalous position of the Jew, is intelligent, 
liberal, and attractive in itself; ite dramatic 
framework includes an appealing story told 
by interesting characters involved in interesting 
situations always ingenious if not always inevit- 
able. An admirable example of dancing in 
chains is “As a Man Thinks,” for the fetters 
that incumber Mr. Thomas’ art are pleasantly 
evaded, and it is a play that may be enjoyed by 
the thoughtful as well as the inert, unwieldy 
and unselective under whose tyrafiny plays must 
be written.

This tyranny, however eluded in the play 
makes itself known now and then in the acting. 
Tae company Which supports Mr. John Mason 
is one of those aggregations of notables who 
seem to be licénsed to deport themselves after 
the dictum of Outworn tradition. Perhaps this 
tendency to ornamental elocution in A a Man 
Thinks” ise due to the prolonged employment 
of the actor inva single part. Certainly some 
of the roles are played gaudily, with the actor's 
explicable infatuation in thé cadences of his 
own voice. I feel sure that Mr. Vincent Ser- 
rano, Mr. Walter Hale, and Miss Eleanor Moretti 
would be excellent in plays by Stephen Phillips 
or the translations of Gilbert Murray, or the 
melodramas of Mr. Carter, 30 lyric are their 
voices and movements. But as every day char- 
acters, going about the businéss of more or less 
every day episédes their ways are at least in- 
congruous. Even Mr. Mason himself is infected 
at times with a passion for inflection, though 
his acting of the leading role is much more 
than an actor’s impersonation. Of course, allow- 
ance must be made for the belief that an opu- 
lent showiness is a Levantine attribute, and 
that may be ah excuse for those players who 
have the roles of Jews. And again, of course, 
one is a trifle more particular in the observa- 
tion of acting in a play like “ As a Man Thinks.”

Mr. Mason's characterization of the fine Jew 


is so nearly a masterpiece of acting that his lit-, 


tle flaws in ovérdoing it with his voice should, 
no doubt, be ignored. He is honest, high minded, 
unselfish, proud, without arrogance, and with a 
modest complacency in the exercise of his supe- 
riority. He embodies in his denotement of char- 
ity, patience, and resignation all the tragedy of 
his race. Theres is a rich retidence about his Dr. 
Seelig, an inscrutable aloofness born of much 
refiection, an overpowering humanity which 
makes his dominance of the play entirely be- 
lievable. He talks paternally to all the dis- 
traught persons who surround him, giving up 
from the storehouse of his and Mr. Thomas’ 
wisdom the counsel which brings everything to 
a happy conclusion.

It is the eternal argument about this being 
“a man’s world” that prevails during the play 
and Mise Chrystal Herne, escaped from all the 
annoyingly ingenuous mannerisms that have pre- 
vented her herétofore from being an actress, is 
a rebellious lady who goes innocently to a man’s 
room in a fit of petulance over her husband's 
blithe iInfi@elities. Miss Herne in this char- 
acter justifies the confidence of her faithful fol- 
lowing in this community and she oarries her 
several scenes of stress and storm with fine, 
considerate emotion. She wants te know why 
her offense is less forgivable than her husband's; 
why, when she condones his unfaithfulness, he 
should not overlook her one offense. And Dr. 
Seelig tells her in a word of explanation which 
seems to be the sanest Of utterances in defense 
of an otherwise indefensible ordinance. There 
is a double « d of morality,” says he, 
“because upon ti golden basis of woman's 
virtue rests the welfare of the world”

In addition to all this ethical discussion there is 
& lot of i drama in “As a Man Thinks” 
«for example, the libretto which betrays the 
fault of the erring wife, the casual remark 
which reveals the carnal past of the Jewish art 
critic betrothed to Dr. feelig’s daughter; the 
open telephone over which Dr. Seelig leayns of 
this person's character, and many other devices 
calculated to thrill and suspend. Mr. Thomas’ 
humor, too, projects itself occasionally and adds 
a’ felici note to the happefings. There is 
some really good every day acting in the sub- 
ordinate parts— Mr. John Flood as the ‘irate 
husband; Miss Charlotte Ives as Dr. Seelig’s 
daughter, and Mr. George Gaston as a sophis- 
ticated old man of the world—all play with the 

turalness the episodes demand. Last evening 
there was a bit too much speed in some of the 
essential scenes, and the gist of the proceedings 
was lost to the few who had only a hazy idea 
of the details.

Mars Russian Dänces.

S PRELUDBE to the opera season the Rus- 

sian ballet last night gave the first of 

three performances scheduled for the 

week in the Auditorium. After a brief 

tour of adjacent cities the company re- 
turns to Chicago Saturday night and Sunday 
afternoon, when other programs are/announced, 
which is just as well. The choice of the Tschali- 
kowsky-Begichev ballet The Lake of the 
Swans can only be described as unfortunate. 
Not that it is lacking in attractive dances and 
tableaux or in effective costuming and scenery. 
On the contrary, the opportunities in these direo- 
tions are great. But it is long and tells an unin- 
teresting story with\much elaboration of unim- 
portant detail, and the theme imposes a monot- 
~ony, both musical and choregraphic, that con- 
trasted unfavorably with the highly diversified 
programs of last season. 

Mile. Julia Sedowa, who is Mile. Paviowa’'s 
successor in the company, did most of the danc- 
ing of the evening, and did it with much display 
of acrobatic ability. Lacking the remarkable 
dramatic gifts of her talented predecessor, her 
technic, even when most finish tended to em- 
phasize the limitations of the dance in the direc- 
tion of emotional interpretation. Her eontribu- 
tion to the performance oan be summed up as a 
series of “stunts,” all difficult and all accom- 
blished with ease. M. Mordkin’s share was 
restricted to a few comparatively unimportant 
numbers, though given with inimitable grace. 
To him, however, belonge the credit for the 
ensemble, which was always interesting. It was 
learned that many members of the company were 
English girls, recruited presumably from . 
Mordkin’s ballet school in London. The fact 
that he has been able to make them so remark- 
ably efficient in such short time is encouraging, 
in view of Mr. Dippel's ambitions for a ballet 
selected and trained in Chicago. 

It was reserved for a little English girl to 
make the hit of the evening. She was a Miss 
James, who substituted for Mile. Lopoukowa. 
Tha latter's nonappearance was explained on 
the ground of a disagreement between her sec 
retary and the management of the company. It 
were unfair to the charming little Russian to 
assert that she was not missed, for it is be- 
Heved that she comes nearer to the spirit and 
distinction of the great Paviowa’s art than any 
one now with the organization. But she has a 
capable understudy in Miss James, who inter- 
pretated the appropriately interpolated melody 
¢f Saint-Saéns with much grace and charm. 

Muestro Vittorio Podest! directed the orches- 
tra with quite the same lack of distinction that 
marked his efforts in connection with the per- 
formances of the Metropolitan opera two sea- 
sons ago. If he could persuade his rather capa- 
ble body of players to agree upon the pitch 
their performance of the éxceedingly ordinary 
Tschalikowsky music would at least be inoffen- 
sive.

In Musto hall Sol Cohen, a gifted young Mo- 
linist, made his Chicago debut in recital be- 
fore a large audience. A sonata by Handel 
andi a group of 2 he pieces by Hubay sufficed 
to form a most favorable estimate of the young 
artist’s powers. He possesses a splendid finger- 
board technic, an infallible sense of Intonation, 
a free bow that commands every tonal inflection 
with certainty. To these essentials of the 
violinist’'s equipment must be added fresh and 
spontaneous musical feeling that is guided and 
one by good taste and sound musician- 
ship.

LONDON, Nov. 13.—After many vicissitudes, 
which included a near strike of the over- 
worked chorus on Sunday last, and in the face 
of the predictions of the English public that 
they would refuse their patronage, Oscar Ham- 
merstein’s new opera house was opened tonight 
in the presence of an audience which included

Britain and which overtaxed even the standing 
space,

The opera presented was “ Quo Vadis,” which 
was produced for the first time in England. 
Aside from the newness of the opera, interest 
was given by the fact that the composer, 
Nougues, acted as conductor, It is hard to 
just what was the effect of the perférm- 
ance, but the audience, despite its critical atti- 
tude, was generous in its applause, and the 
third act, especially, was received with en- 
thusiasm, ' 

Hammerstein and Nougues were called be- 
fore the curtain, and the former made a brief 
speech of thanks, in which he said: 

“I want your friendship, your respect and 
admiration.” 

The scenery was a revelation to London, par- 
ticularly the arena scene in the fourth act, the 
beauty of which brought forth prolonged ap- 
plause. The enthusiasm. which marked the 
end of the fourth act brought before the cur- 
tain the principal performers and called out 
for the second time both Hammerstein and 
Nougue s. 

After the opera Hammerstein was noncom- 
mittal, although he seemed content with the 
night’s work.

Oatmeal Cookies. 


URING the last few years the lttle 

sweet cake made of rolled oats has be- 

come popular. it is served at afternoon 

teas, dainty suppers, in fact in every 

place where a small sweet cake is ac- 
ceptable. 

Though Scotland is the land of the oat meal, 
also the “Land o' Cakes,” where pastries and 
sweet cakes are of high excellence, recipes for 
most of these new cakes are not Scotch, 
though possibly of Scotch derivation. 

The real oat cake is a bread and not a cake, 
and is, in general, too Spartan fare for most 
of us, although it is so wholesome. It is noth- 
ing more than the steel cut oat meal and water 
stirred together, cooked on the griddle on one 
side and toasted on the other. In an Amer 
ican adaptation of this lard or other shorten- 
ing is used to make it a little less dry. An- 
other adaptation which may be Scotch is to 
make this so that is is no thicker than a leaf. 
Of course in the latter case the pieces must 
be small or it could not be handled It is then 
almost or more pleasant to some tastes than 
the sweet rakes, which, too, should be put up 
in small shapes. 

For making the oat meal sweet cakes one 
should have what a certain old darky cook 
called “good fngredyums.” Seedless raisins 
never give quite the flavor that we can get 
from large fine raisins, which we must seed. 
A rancid nut in a batch of oat meal dough 
will spoil everything.

Of course the oat meal cooky has not the fine 
grain of those made of flour, and those who 
taste them first may not be prejudiced in their 


favor, but after tasting a few times they win 


become more acc able and perhaps highly so.

NEW BUSINESS LAW PLAN. 


Activity Taken as Admission 
That Past Practices in Trade 
Have Not Been Good. 


Chicago bankers and corporation heads 
generally received yesterday from Beth Low, 
president of the Nationa! Civic Federation, a 
request for their views on various phases 
of the Sherman law. Apparently the move 
of the Civic Federation Is to elicit the widest 
possible expression of opinions concerning 
the trust problem. The queries to be an- 
swered number seven, as follows: 

L Do you believe the Sherman law, as now 
interpreted, is made clear and workable? 

2. Do you consider it feasible to attempt to 
return to what are commonly known as old 
competitive methods in business? 

8. Do you favor a repeal of the Sherman 
law? 

4. Do you favor amending the Sherman law 
im any way? If so, in whateparticulars? 

5. Should railroads be allowed to enter 
into agreements affecting rates, subject to 
the approval and regulation of the interstate 
commerce commission 

6. Bhould trade unions be omoepted from 
the operation of the Sherman act? 

7. Should combinations of farmers, either 
to restrict production or to hold a crop for 
higher prices, be rendered lawful! under the 
Sherman act?

Plans to Build $1,500,000 
Structure on Site of la 
Salle Opera House.

| nue, 170 feet north of Twenty-second street, 

nas been closed. The property has been 
J leased by Burt J. Fitzgerald from Mrs. Fran- 

cis J. Platt and Rosella Kittredge for a term 
ot 198 years at an annual rent of $6,000 for 
| the first five years, $6,500 for the second five, 
| $7,090 for the following ten, and $8,000 for 
the remaining 178 years. 

The average annual rent is $7,861, which, 
capitalized on a 8 per cent basis, gives a 
leasing value of $157,220, which is at the rate 
of $1,965 a front foot ahd $12.20 a square foot. 


Given Option of Purchase, 

The lessee has an option of purchase at 
$144,000 prior to Nov. 1, 1913, and at $150,000 
prior to Nov. 1, 1916. He also is required to 
construct a building within ten years to cost 
not less than $40,000, but he plans to improve 
on the expiration of existing leases, May 1, 
1918, although no definite plans have been de- 
cided upon.
